‘THE scientific study of food only began

MR. STANLEY BALDWIN.

. Baldwin: A Study in Post-War Conser- 
valle, By John Green. London: Sampson Low. 


HE leader of the British Conservative 
Party would seem to inspire affection 
rather than respect. There is probably 
no man in the public life of Great Britain 
to-day who is personally liked to a greater 
extent than Mr. Stanley Baldwin, while 
there is bably no other man in such 
an Sinlbie ganition whose political career 
has produced such criticism. In this 


Mr. John Green is as frankly admiring 
of the man as he is caustically critical of 
the statesman. From a reading of Mr. 
Green’s book it might be believed that 
Mr. Baldwin’s ascent to the Premiership 
was something of a freak, and it probably 
is true to say that it was something of an 
necident; but it is also true that at a 
critical moment British Toryism would 
have been Jeaderless without him, and 
might easily have broken into warring 
fragments. 

The burden of Mr. Green’s tale is that 
Mr. Baldwin failed to see and to grasp 
his opportunities——‘‘ three chances lost in 
eight years,” he says; but a statesman 
differing in outlook and temperament from 
Mr. Baldwin during the very critical years 
immediately after the War might easily 
have brought the British Commonwealth 
and Empire to the verge of disaster. 
“That is exactly what Mr. Baldwin did,” 
Mr. Green might say; but inaction, even 
apathy, was not nearly so dangerous: in 
those years as a die-hard policy would 
have been. In Mr. Baldwin, with 
his “ inevitability of gradualness ’’ policy, 
the years probably found their most suit- 
able symbol. That Mr. Baldwin could be 
actively great was demonstrated in his 
fight against the newspaper barons when 
one of them had the effrontery to demand 
the names of a prospective Conservative 
Cabinet in advance as the price of his 
active support. 

Students of current affairs will read 
‘this book with interest, sometimes wit) 
anger, and often with excitement. Of 
its kind it is a model.

12/6 net 
M UCH information on Uganda—its 
native tribes and wild creatures 
—e-is brought to notice in this volume. The 
author is able to place much lore before 
his readers in concise form, and with an 
economy of words.. An excellent example 
of his gift is the short, but graphic, descrip- 
tion of the Rift Valley, with its steep and 
abrupt. lateral boundaries, consisting of 
escarpments in which the higher plateaux 
terminate. Referring to the extinct vol- 
canoes on the floor of the valley itself, 
Sir John Bland-Sutton rem’rks that it 
surprised him very much to find a crater 
in the Rift Valley, with ite sides clothed 
with tall grass, its floor oecupied by a 
forest, and the whole basin large enough 
to afford food and shelter for herds of 
wild animals, including the rhinoceros and 
elephant, the world's largest living land 

niaminals. | 
In his reference to the discovery in 1848 
of Kilimanjaro, the author reminds us 
that the existence of a snow-covered 
mountain under the Equator was received 
with incredulity by geographers until 
Thomson’s observations were published 
just fifty years ago. Our knowledge of 
such matters has advanced since then. The 
native tribes, their customs and supersti- 
tions, are fully dealt with in turn. 
Special chapters are devoted to accounts 
of the yarious contrivances employed for 
the purpose of personal adornment, neces- 
teases mutilation of ears and lips. We 
ave told that ali tourists in British East 
Africa are interested in the ornuments 
worn by the naked natives, many of 
which possess tribal and social signi- 
ficance. The description of the beasts,

The 
workmen find the wind their greatest 
enemy, and they speak feelingly of the 
strength of the breeze on that scaffolding, 
when it seems comparatively calm further 
down the hill. The Obelisk is te be 
plastered with cement and then dashed. 


A Heavy Pull. 


Close to the Obelisk I saw some heaps of 
sand and of small pebbles, and I wondered 
how on earth the stuff had got there. The 
arrival of an obviously discontented horse, 
with his small load of sand, answered that 
question; and I remembered the larger 
heap of the stuff just outside the entrance 
gate below. When I saw the labour 
entailed by the carting of the various 
things to that height, I did not wonder 
that eighty-five years or thereabouts had 
been allowed to pass since the last spring 
cleaning. One of the men told me that for 
some years past the water has poured 
down through the Obelisk on to the floor 
inside, and that the structure was being 
weakened by this stream. Other things 
are being renovated, too, on the top of 
Killiney Hill. Some objects that now 
look like stone troughs were, at one time, 
most useful long tables, built of stone, 
‘smoothed over with cement. These are 
dotted about not far from the Obelisk, and 
are about to be rebuilt for the convenience 
of those who want to picnic up there. The

During. the past few months German 
rogrammes have cast an interesting side- 
ght on German politics. From the 
moment when he was at length made 
Chancellor, Adolf Hitler has made the 
fullest use of the broadcasting system for 
his own purposes. During the general 
election that followed his elevation there 
were general transmissions daily of 
speeches by himself and of Nazi demon- 
strations, while not a minute of broadcast- 
ing time was allowed to any opponent. The 
former impartiality of broadcast news 
went by the board. 

Since he won dictatorship he has been 
as wholehearted in using the broadcasting 
system in the interests of his policy of 
national consolidation. Among other 
things he instituted a daily general trans- 
mission, usually from 7 to 8 o'clock, which 
quickly became known to everybody as the 
“ German. hour.” 

' The material of these ‘‘ German hour ” 
broadeasts seems to be chosen with a view 
to deepening the people’s consciousness of 
the national heritage, power and destiny. 
So far it has been concerned chiefly with 
folklore, arts and letters. To-night’s 
“ German hour ” will take the form of a 
concert to be conducted by Hans Pfitzner, 
and consisting largely of music by him. 
Pfitzner, the critics tell us, will notcount in 
music’s story, because he is to be regarded 
as a continuation of Brahms—a _ seth 
force, because Brahms himself was fin de 
sitéele. To the German musical masses, 
» however, Pfitzner ts the most German com- 
poser of his day, a trumpeter of on- 
pressing national self-assertion, a Kipling. 

In the wide world he is known as the 
composer of some striking music for 
dramatic scenes from tthe life of 
Palestrina. His “ Palestrina’’ was, in 
fact, broadcast from Vienna quite 
recently.

w I write again about Germany, it is 
because the German stations do give 
one something to bite on. The French 
stations, with hour after hour of gramo- 
phone records and advertising matter, are 
quite impossible for serious listeners on 
Sundays. For good French music you 
must turn to the B.B.C. Regional pro- 
gramme. Dr. Adrian Boult is conducting 
a concert of orchestral works by Vincent 
d’Indy, Debussy, Ravel and César Frank. 
May Day was a holiday in Germany— 
particularly in the South—long before the 
Socialists seized on it. It is still a wide- 
spread custom to ‘‘ see it in.’’ This is the 
meaning of the May Day festival broadcast 
originating at Hamburg and relayed to 
other German stations at 11 p.m., and of 
Leipzig’s Wagner Concert at 1 a.m. on 
Monday. See how these German folk 
associate good music with their pleasures! 
You can see it again in one of the items 
from Langenberg and Frankfurt: a relay 
of songs from a West German Youth 
Hostel. The young folk are getting into 
festival humour. This word “ hostel ”’ 
reminds one of the German origin of post- 
War “ hiking.”” With Monday as a holi- 
day following Sunday, and a good start on 
Saturday night, the ‘hikers’ will be 
getting further afield than usual, with the 
help of their excellent chains of hostels.

The Nationalists have given no ‘indica- 
tion as to the attitude that they will 
adopt. They have not taken their seats 
in the new Parliament House at Stor- 
mont, and the question is being asked in 
some quarters if they intend to woo their 
constituents’ in the coming election as 
Nationalists or as Fianna Fail candidates, 
Several Northern Nationalist members 
supported Fianna Fail candidates ‘* over 
the border” in the last Free State elec- 
tions, ‘and the embracing of the Fianna 
Fail policy in the North would involve 
one of the most keenly-contested elections 
of recent years. In such a contest there 
would be little hope for success for either 
indewgndent or Socialist candidates. It 
is not improbable that the Nationalists 
may contest every Northern seat upon a 
‘unity of Ireland” policy. 


TRADE RETURNS. 


Some interesting deductions regarding 
trade and industry in the North may be 
drawn from the quarterly return of goods 
which pass through the Port of Be fast, 
issued for the first quarter of the year by 
the Belfast Harbour Commissioners. So 
far as the larger industries are concerned, 
the figures are more hopeful. The imports 
of iron and steel castings have risen from 
2713 tons to 3,441 compared with the 
corresponding quarter last year, an indica- 
tion of some improvement in the engreer- 
ing and shipbuilding industries, while the 
imports of iron and steel plates, at 4,524 
tons, show an increase of 1,873 tons. When 
the work upon.the four ships ordered from 
Belfast yards is more advanced larger 
quantities of steel plates will be imported. 

When we turn to the linen industry, ex- 
ports at 9,113 tons show a decline of only 
122 tons, compared with the corresponding 
quarter. The depreciation of the dollar 
and the American situation generally are 
likely to hold up exports during the 
coming quarter, at any rate, until the 
situation in America is clarified. Flax 
imports have fallen from 8,850 to 4,370 
tons, while imports of flax seed have fallen 
from 190 to 174 tons. The figures also 
reflect the influence of the railway strike. 
For instance, no less than 2,839 tons of 
porter figure in the import list. 


COST OF EDUCATION. 


The cost of education in Northern 
Ireland is steadily approaching the two 
million mark. The estimates presented 
this week in the Northern Parliament 
show that the educational services will 
absorb during the coming year £1,930,740, 
a net imerease over last year of £37,880, 
while the salaries and expenses of the 
Ministry of Education amount to £55,640, 
a total of £1,995,380. Fducation is the 
most costly service administered by the 
Nerthern Government, and is closely fol- 
lowed by the Ministry of Labour and 
unemployed services. Some members of 
Parliament were rather critical during the 
debate upon the estimates, and were in- 
clined to ask if the country was getting 
value for its money. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry (Mr. Robb) maintained that the 
children leaving the elementary schools 
to-day were better educated than those of 
thirty years ago, and he pointed out, with 
truth, that to-day the cream of the pupils 
attending elementary schools did not pass 
from these schools into business establish- 
ments as formerly, but, by the generous 
provision of sdichsithige, they proceeded

GRANTS FOR IRISH. 


The Northern Government's decision to 
withdraw the grant for the teaching of 
Irish in the elementary schools was not 
unexpected, following recent criticisms oi 
these grants on political platforms, and 
the need for strict economy. The total oe 
amount of the grant was so small— £1,500 bá 
er annum—that the economy involved is er 
likely to be greatly counterbalanced b) cu 
the creation of a grievance. There was a 
no compulsion to teach Irish in the 4 
elementary schools, nor is there any pro- 4 
hibition against the teaching of the sub- 


ject now that the grants have. been with- 5 
drawn. The Parliamentary Secretary a 
pointed out that a comparatively 


insignificant number of those schools 
which might be expected to avai] them- E 
selves of the privilege of studying Irish EE 
had done so—not more geen than one & 
in every seven schools under Roman 
Catholic managers. At the same time, 
Irish was taught in schools along the 
border, the children írom which might. be 
expected to seek positions and employ- 
ment in the Free State, where it would be 
useful to them. 


THE BRITISH BUDGET. 


As four-fifths of Northern Ireland’s 
taxation is imposed by the Parliament at 
Westminster, the introduction of the 
Budget was of much interest to the North. 
The reduction of 1d. per pint in the beer 
duty. and the change in the payment oí 
income tax to halfi-yearly instalments are 
calculated to reduce the amount of re- 
served revenue collected from _ these 
sources in Northern Ireland, and, inc: 
dentally, will affect the Northern revenue 
calculations and the Imperial Contribu- 
tion from Northern Ireland. On the 
other hand, the duties on heavy oil will 
have the contrary effect, and will help to 
offset the other reduction. The duties on 
heavy motor vehicles do not apply to a 
Northern Ireland, which has contro! of its be 
own motor taxation. Belfast particularly oe 
is. interested in the proposal to tax co- 
operative societies; fer a flourishing 
society of this kind exists here, which 
joined with other societies in 
Britain in protesting against such societies a 
being called upon to pay income tax. at 
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ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


The electricity undertaking of the Belfast 
Corporation makes a net profit of between 
£60,000 and $70,000 per annum, and, as 
the total gross revenue is continually ex- 
panding, chere appears to be a good case 
for a reduction of the lighting charges. 
Before the War the cost of private-house 
lighting was 3d. per unit,.and to-day the 
flat rate is 6d per unit. Users in private 
dwelling-houses have the op.ion of bein, 
charged upon the valuation system. This 
is a fixed charge of 18 per cent. per annum 
(payable quarterly) upon the valuation of 
the dwelling, with a charge of 7d. per unit 
for all electricity used. This system is 
very advantageous in the case of small 
dwellings, with low valuations, but in the 
case of higher-rated premises the o¢cupiers 
find the flat rate of 6d. per unit more 
desirable. A reduction in the flat rate of 
6d. would be a great boon to shopkeepers 
and business concerns, which have to 
| operate at present upon a smaller turn- 
over, with very little reduction in over 
head charges, like rent, rates, taxes and 
lighting. It is regarded as a reproach to 
Belfast, which has a very cheap gas supp!y, 
compared with other  cities—namely, 
2s 84d. per 1,000 cubic feet—that the fi:t 
| rate for electricity should be maintained 
at 6d., whereas the corresponding fizure 
+ in Dublin is only 5d., and a short time 
ago it was 44d.

Government’s view, a national scheme of 
re-organisation is urgent; and it proposes, 
through its control of the sweepstakes 
fiinds, to formulate such a scheme, to im- 


| pose it, and to superintend its working. 


The Government's plan contemplates the 


treatment and equipment, the elimination 
of overlapping, and the provision of im- 
proved facilities for research, Every hos- 
pital’s claim on the sweepstakes funds will 
be judged by its services to the com- 
munity, and a prime condition will be a 
perpetually open deor for the poorest 
patients. 

There is no doubt that in their now 
entire dependence on the proceeds of 
sweepstake funds the Free State's hospi- 
tals have committed themselves to a tre- 
mendous experiment. On the one hand, 
the advantages of their financial security 
are qualified by a truly formidable “if.” 
The nature of the Government's control 
may be wise or unwise, may be rigid or 
elastic, and, in any case, is not likely to 
be consistent; for any new Government 
may decide to undo its predecessor's work. 
If the control is prudent and sympathetic, 
it may inspire the hospitals to new efforts ; 
if it is rigid and bureaucratic, it may kill 
their whole sense of initiative and enter- 
prise. Even if we assume a consistently 
sound control, the hospitals must- resign 
themselves to losses which cannot be 
measured in terms of cash, As Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald-Kenney said yesterday, the new bill 
sounds the death-knell of the voluntary 
system and is “a direct invitation to hos- 


tions.”” Perhaps, the sweepstakes have 
made such contributions negligible, but 
public co-operation with the hospitals’ 
work—a spiritual, not less than a 
material, co-operation—has been hitherto 
their most precious asset. They will not 
realise its full value until they have. lost 
it. Then they may discover that it has 
been their chief inspiration to self-sacri- 
fice, to brotherhood in their calling, and 
to that noble zeal which scorns delights 
and lives laborious days. Under the 
Government's control hospital staffs will 
approximate to civil servants—a worthy 
endowed with the 
idealism and the questing spirit which 
science and the care of suffering demand. 
Unhappily, reflection on the sources of 
their new wealth hardly will support the

The World Conference. 


Creat activity prevailed to-day at the 
cm buildings of the Museum of Geology 
in South Kensington, where workmen al- 
ready were engaged in the erection of 
wooden partitions to provide rooms for us» 

at the World Economic Conference. A tem 
porary conference hall, 140 feet long and 
100 feet wide, will be erected, to seat. 170 
delegates, every one with a desk to him 


will be accommodated in a separate build- 
ing six storeys high. The Post Office is 
making special arrangements in order that 
the delegates may be able to get into touch 
with their Governments without delay. In 
the basement will be installed a wireless 
telephone switch, so that a call may h. 
put through to nearly every part of the 

world, with the exception of China and 
Japan. A restaurant, rest-rooms an:| 
lounges will be provided, and special ar 
rangements will be made for the comfort 
of the hundreds of newspaper men who 
are expected to attend from overseas. The 
idea in political circles is that the Con- 
ference will be in session for at least three 
or four months. 

The proceedings of the Internationa] 
Chamber of Commerce, now meeting in 
Paris, are developing into an effort to re- 
vive free trade. The move is important, 
since the findings of the Congress will he 
forwarded to the World Economic Confer- 
ence for consideration. In the circum- 
stances it is somewhat remarkable that 
this gathering of merchants, drawn from 
no fewer than thirty different. nations, is 
almost unanimously of the opinion that 
tariffs are harmful to trade and industry. 
The Ottawa agreements have been under 
discussion, and it is scarcely surprising to 
learn that they were not at all popular; 
but the views of Great Britain have not 
been predominant in the discussions. 


Devaluation of Currency. 


There is much discussion in financial 
circles on the suggestion that the gold 
content of the dollar, the pound and the 
franc should be reduced simultaneous!y. 
It is pointed out that, to devaluate the 
dollar alone is well-nigh impracticable, 
since the United States is a creditor nation 
with a surplus of exports, so that the ex- 
ternal value of the dollar cannot be lowered 
artificially by legislation. The United 
States Treasury experts have represented 
to President Roosevelt that devaluation 
would be injurious unless it should be 
undertaken simultaneously with other 
leading countries. The opinion in some 
quarters here is that dollars and francs 
might be reduced by 25 per cent. of their 
gold content and sterling by 45 per cent.. 

but these ideas are purely speculative. 
General devaluation would mean a great 
reserve of new money, since all gold stocks 
of central banks would need to be written 
up to cor d with the devaluated 
the present stocks of gold 
in the three countries principally affected 
would allow currency inflation on a very 
large scale. In. ect, it would be as 
great as if six years’ gold output of the 
whole world were deposited at once in the 
central banks, 


German; s Secret Police. 


Herr Hitler evidently is about to set

VAST POWERS FOR THE 
PRESIDENT.

WASHINGTOA, Friday. 

The Senate to-night passed the Farm 
Relief Bill, including the whole of the 
inflation amendment, which invests Presi- 
dent Roosevelt with power & inflate the 
currency to a vast extent. 

The measure will now go to a confer- 
ence of both Houses, which is expected to 
pass it, and will then be forwarded’ to 
the President. 

The inflation amendment empowers the 
President to seduce the gold content of 
the dollar up to 50 per cent., to authorise 
the free coinage of silver at any ratio, to 
gold, to iSgúe 2,000 millions@ dollars’ of 
currency to expand credit through ‘the 
Federal Reserve Banks by the issue of 
3,000 millions of United States Bonds, 
and to accept 200,000,000 dollars in silver 
as part payment of War debts. It permits 
the President to take silver at a valuation 
up to 50 cents per ownce.

The air liner, which was on the Mar- 
Corfu to Naples, gave out distress signals 


when encountering a storm over the 
Apennines, and crashed on high wooded 
Castro Villari, in Calabria. The remain- 
ing five occupants were dead when found. 

Kies, “Gtaandet and M. Jean Eteve, two 
of the survivors, were not injured, but 
- from nervous shock. M. 
Eteve was well enough to telephone to the 
authorities when he had been rescued. 
The mechanic was injured. 

The survivors were found at a height of 
over 5,000 feet in a forest. Snow was 
lying on thé ground. 

The survivors. had 
chocolate biscuits. 

The discovery was made by two members 
of the Forest Militia from the village of 
Morano, which is two hours’ journey from 
the spot over a very difficult mule track. 

Two of the victims were found crushed 
beneath the ‘plane. The fact that any- 
body survived at all appears to be due to 
branches of trees having broken the force 
of the crash. The crash occurred in a fog. 


DESOLATE SPOT. 


The wreckage of the aeroplane in which 
Squadron-Leader Bert Hinkler lost his 
life last January was found by the police 
in a desolate region of the Apennines, 
4.600 feet high, between Arezzo and 
Florence. A document found on the body 
in. the wreckage led to his identification, 
together with the number of the ‘plane. 
The body in the wreckage was burnt, 
the machine having apparently caught fire 
after crashing. 
Hinkler left England on January 7th’ 
alone on an attempt to lower the “ record ”’ 
for the flight from England to Australia. 
Nothing was heard of him after his de- 
parture, and it was presumed that he was 
lost in: the Swiss Alps, as owing to -the 
atmospheric conditions it would have 
been necessary for him to negotiate one 
of the “ corridors”’ through the mountains 
instead of passing over them. A _ wide- 
spread and perilous search by air was 
made of the Alps without success. . 
Hinkler was one of the earliest of that 
band of British men and women who have, 
since the War, demonstrated by their 
achieventents that British aircraft and 
British engines are second to none in 
the world. 


FAMOUS FLIGHTS. 


Holder of several world’s “ records,” he 
was one of the most modest and un- 
assuming of men. Short in stature, but 
with an iron constitution, he set off on 
all his daring journeys without the 
slivthtest fuss. 7 | 

He was just forty, and for over half his 
life flying had been his hobby and his 
business. He was born in Queensland. 
Just before the War he went to England 
to learn all he could about flying. He 
became a mechanic in the old Royal Naval 
Air Service, and soon gained a high reputa- 
tion for his work and skill. While servi 
as an N.C.O. he was decorated and given 
a commission. After the War he took up 
flying as a business. 

In 1927 Hinkler thrilled the world by 
flying to Australia in 16 days in a little 
“ runabout ' machine, which was so small 
that it could almost be folded to fit inte 
a motor garage. This was, up till then, 
the longest solo flight on record, and 
the longest flight in a light aeroplane. For 
this flight he was awarded the Air Force 
Cross by the King and the Gold Medal 
of the International Aeronautical Federa- 
tion. . 

His next big flight was across the South 
Atlantic to Africa from Brazil. It was 
the first across the Atlantic, north or 
south, in a nn aeroplane, the first solo 
flight across the South Atlantic, and the 
first VWest-to-East crossing by air of the 
southern ocean. It was also the first solo 
crossing of the Atlantic sir:. Lindbergh's

WHY AMERICA IS 
INTERESTED.

LONDON, Friday. 
The Galway-Halifax combined sea and 
air scheme, which will reduce the travel- 
ling time between London and New York 
to three and a-half days, is receiving the 
attention of the American Government. 
Major Scanlon, the Air Attaché at the 
American Embassy, London, has just re- 
ceived Mr. C. H. Clendining, Chairman 
of the Irish Trans-Atlantic Corporation, 
Ltd., and Mr. Maxwell Ayrton, 
F.R.I.B.A. Sir Alan Cobham, who was 
invited, was unable to be present as he 
was out of London. 
A genéral discussion took place, and 
Major Scanlon indicated. that his Govern- 
ment would be principally interested in 
the possibility of expediting United 
States: mails to Europe if this scheme 
came into operation. He expressed the 
opinion that this route possessed consider- 
able possibilities for the catapulting of 
mails from the liners operating the 
service, and he offered to arrange a meet- 
ing with the Naval Attaché of his Goverr 
ment, whose department had up-to-date 
information on the catapulting of mails. 
Mr. Ciendining discussed the points 
raised by Major Seanlon in this connec- 
tion with the Air Ministry to-day, and 
afterwards will meet the Naval Attaché 
of the United States Government to dis- 
cuss the matter.

An agreement in principle has, it is 
learned, been reached between the 
Persian Government and the Anglo- 
Persian Oil Company in the dispute which 
ed to the cancellation of the company’s 
oil concession and the submission of the 
affair to the League of Nations. 
‘Although the negotiations between the 
Persian authorities and Sir John Cadman, 
chairman of the company, have been pro- 
ceeding in secrecy, it is understood that 
the agreement in principle now reached 
provides that instead of 16 per cent. of 
the profits, as at present, the Persian 
Government shall receive fcur gold shil- 
lings per ton of oil extracted. 
The company undertakes to extract a 
minimum ¢f 5,000,000 tons annually, as- 
suring to Persia a minimum of a million 
gold sterling a year. 


TAX ARREARS CLAIM,

PROBLEM OF 
REVISION.

The Times in the course of a leading 
article to-day says:—The question of 
treaty revision has been brought into the 
forefront oí Kuropean affairs. It can 
never now be got rid of merely by a 
policy of repression. The issue must be 
fairly faced. Are any of the present 
grievances of Germany legitimate? Is 
there any reason why Germany should 
not be asked to state her claims? It is 
just as important to decide which are im- 
possible as to decide which may. be jus- 
tified, and it would do much to clear the 
atmosphere if the Governments which have 
taken the lead in this matter could issue 
an unambiguous statement that no drastic 
re-fashioning of the map of Europe is 
even remotely intended. 
The problem of revision was dealt with 
at great length a few days ago by the 
Foreign Minister of Czechoslovakia, Dr. 
Benes, whose long occupation of one of 
the key positions in Central Europe gives 
him a special claim to be heard. He said 
that those who had raised the 
question of revision deserved grati- 
tude. Nobody imagined that for 
an indefinite period the vanquished 
countries ought to be left in the position 
of chastened and inferior adversaries. 
Small adjustments of frontier might be 
possible, he. declared, only if no outside 
pressure were brought to bear upon those 
who were called upon to make sacrifices ; 
if the changes were made in an atmosphere 
of tranquillity and after several years of 
calm collaboration between the nations 
affected, and if the sacrifices were accom. 
panied by equitable compensations, This 
is the language of statesmanship, and it 
was appreciated as such in Hungary. But 
the reception of Dr. Benes’s speech in 
Germany only showed how extravacant are 
the hopes entertained there, and how wild 
are the ideas of how they can best be 
realised. An authoritative statement 
from those who raised the issue of revision 
is desirable to dispel needless alarm on 
the one side, and false hopes on the other.
